Stockholm, Sweden, the great Swedish 
engineer and aeronaut, Andre, who 
baa been remarkably successful in 
steering a balloon out of the direction 
of the wind, read a paper |n which he 
declared that he would make an at- 
tempt to reach the north pole In 
a ballOOa from Spitsbergen. He 
declared the pole could be reaohed 
in ten hours. His balloon will carry 
three passenger*, be air tight, and 
capable of being austalncd in the air 
thirty days, and have a •■atom of sails 
and drag rope* which will keep the 
Balloon IB oheck. With the wind at a 
velocity reached during a recent ex- 
periment, Andre said the balloon 
would reach the pole in ten hours. Ik 
believes he can pass over the pole and 
land somewhere near Uehrlng straight 
It is proposed to make the attempt 
during the coming summer, when tl, 
aeronaut will have the advantage of 
continuous daylight.
